Family 

Robert McCaig (23 Feb 1891 - 27 June 1974) known as Bob, was bom the eldest son of Robert 
McCaig (Cotton Yam Dyer) and Mary A nn Rodden, in Pollokshaws, Scotland.

In later life: 

• Robert migrated to Western Australia, married Margaret Baillie and was the father of Margaret, 
Isabel, Elizabeth, Glenys and Jeanette. 

• Mary married Archibald McClintock, lived in Scotland and was the mother of John and Bobby. 

• Isabella (Aunt Belle) also known as Isa/Bella migrated to Victoria, Australia married Rees Lewis, 
and was the mother of Rees (known as Mac), Alexander (known as Evan), Annabel (known as 

Anne). 

• William, known as Bill Killed in WW1. Buried at Poelcapelle British Cemetery, outside 
Ypres, Belgium (Only identified because his mother's address was found on him). 

• Joseph (Uncle Joe) migrated to NSW, Australia and was the father of David and Maxwell. 

• John (Uncle John) migrated to NSW, Australia and was the father of Jean and Robert (known 
as Bobby). 

• James died in Scotland of epilepsy aged 26 years. 

Pollokshaws was a 'village' south of Glasgow with dyeing, mining, engineering businesses and was 
incorporated into Glasgow proper in 1912. The family moved to Gateside near Barrhead, 8 miles 
south east of Glasgow, in about 1913

Robert left Pollokshaws School on 30th Dec 1903 -just before his 13th birthday- with an 
Exemption Certificate .He was smart enough to get a job in an office when he left school, but didn't 
like being inside, so only lasted about 6 months. He then got a job in the shipyards working outside. 
He would have been working for over 8 years when the photo below was taken.

As a life-long lover of the sea and ships, Robert applied to the Navy, but was rejected because of his 
poor teeth. “What do they want me to do?” he is said to have asked, “Bite the enemy?” 

Eventually, he enlisted in Glasgow on 27 th August 1914 into Royal Scots (Lothian Regiment), in 
11 th Battalion, aged 23 years 6 months. We cannot currently locate his enlistment papers - we 
expect that they should be in Australia with his pension entitlement papers. They are not with the 
British Army papers in the UK.

11/Royal Scots 
lost direction and in correcting it ran into a deep wire entanglement, where they were caught 
by machine-gun fire and virtually wiped out.”

Family Story 

The story the family knew, was that Robert McCaig was taken prisoner and taken to a hospital 
where the Germans* used an experimental procedure taking bone from his leg to repair his arm. He 
got up too early and his leg was permanently bowed. He convalesced in Switzerland before 
returning to Scotland. 

An extra detail seems to have been given to those of Robert's sons-in-law who were also 
Freemasons. Two Germans found him on the battle field- one wanted to shoot him, but Robert gave 
the Masonic sign of distress, and the other said no, and he was taken prisoner instead. The nature of 
his wounds meant he would not be able to fight again, and as a 'non-combatant', he would be treated 
differently. 

* We assume, now, that the graft was done in Switzerland by German speaking doctors. 
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Movements as a Prisoner of War (POW)

30 October 1915 (i.e. possibly 4 weeks at Etap 6) 

“McCaig Robert Soldier Royal Scots Regiment from Etap 6 to Reserve Hospital Julich 
Left High Arm right Hand” 

i.e. Robert was moved from the Hospital in Area 6, to regional Hospital at Julich near Dutch 
Border and his wounds were to his upper left arm and right hand. 



1 July 1916 (i.e. 7 months at Julich) 

“McCaig, Robert Soldier Royal Scots Regiment from Reserve Hospital Julich to Fortress Hospital 1 
Cologne”. Cologne was used as part of the transit route to Switzerland 



19 July 1916 (18 days in Cologne) 

“McCaig Robert Soldier in Royal Scots, from Fortress Hospital 1 Cologne to Mannheim for 
Switzerland” 

It was unclear what happened next, but some personal postcards help. 

28th Aug 1916 Postcard to his sister from Murren, with photo of him newly arrived there. See 
Figure 7 below 

24 th Oct 1916 Postcard from G Collet to Lucerne. 

24 th Oct 1916 Postcard from Miss Quirk to Lucerne. 

15 th March 1917 Postcard from a friend ( I and B?) sent to him at Lucerne ASA, hoping that he has 
had his operation. 

29 th Julyl917 Postcard from a friend sent to him back at Murren, saying they were both on the list 
for returning to England. 

29 th Aug 1917 T Murphy sent to Murren from Fribourge. Mentions returning home 

It is most likely that the experimental graft operation was done in Lucerne circa Feb/March 1917 
and that he went from Murren to Lucerne for it, and afterwards returned to Murren for 
recuperation.

Medical practice in the military hospitals of the Swiss internment service was 
different than wartime surgery abroad. As a rule, the patients already had 
undergone surgery at least once as prisoners of war and patient follow-up care 

was guaranteed. 

[At a medical examination in Australia on 1.11 .1954, because of problem with Robert McCaig's left 
knee, it is reported that ' a bone graft was performed in Switzerland'.] 
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Figure 8a. Robert McCaig's arrival at Miirren with other exchange prisoners, sent to his sister. It is 
not very clear, but he has marked himself with a cross near right of the right-hand window.

A copy of Robert's medical record from the British point of view is in Appendix 2. 

The Medical Examination on 16.12.1919 gives the best description. Gunshot wound to left arm 
(humerus), bone taken from left leg (tibia). Left arm 3 inches shorter than right and very weak. 



Medical Examination on 1.11.1954 adds the details that it was an explosive bullet, the operation 
was done in Switzerland and the tibia fractured soon after the grafting bone was taken.

In later life, he had a bent left leg and a weak left arm , but he did not seem to let his old injuries 
stop him doing anything. He worked as a boiler maker, gardened, walked, cycled and swam in the 
sea. I remember him using his good arm to lift his bad arm to brush his hair. In old age, he had 
some problems with the knee on the fracture side. 

Camps in Switzerland 

“Early in the war valuable work for wounded British prisoners was accomplished by James Gerard, 
the American Ambassador to Berlin. In February 1915, through his efforts, the German and British 
Governments reached agreement to repatriate limbless and hopelessly invalided PoW's. 

Later, in May 1916, a further 350 or so wounded and disabled men were transferred from German 
camps to neutral Switzerland. The British Minister present at the exchange, Mr Grant Duff, said 

"..it is difficult to write calmly of it ... for the simple reason that I have never before in my life 
seen such a welcome accorded to anyone..." In the same way a reporter from The Times 
commented, "Our men were astounded at the welcome, many were crying like children, a few 
fainted with emotion. As one private said to the British Minister, "God bless you sir, it's like 
dropping right into 'even from 'ell..."

"A special Sanitary Establishment was also 
created by the " Medecin d'Armee " at Lucerne, 
in June, 1916, with 190 beds and a staff of 
eleven doctors, known as the " Armee-Sanitats- 
Anstalt, " destined for the common use of 
the Interned of all nations for operative 
work in connection with bone-grafting, tendon- 
transplantation, brain and nerve surgery, and 
complicated plastic movements. The beds 
were distributed as follows : 6 to officers, 
and 78 to French, 22 to British, and 84 to 
German N.C.Os. and men, the different nation- 
alities being accommodated in different wards. 

This hospital was well equipped from a scientific 
point of view, and was supplemented by annexes 
to which the convalescents were transferred."

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Internment 

Robert was interned in Murren, Switzerland,

“Murren was one of a number of camps in Switzerland that held British former prisoners of war 
who were interned for the rest of the war. In order to qualify for internment in Switzerland, they 
would have had a serious injury or other medical condition. The village of Murren was high up in 
the mountains (at 1,650m above sea level). The British internees here totalled 600 men and 30-40 
officers. Although the internees were no longer prisoners of war, that did not mean that they had an 
easy or comfortable life. “ 

However, he seems to have had a pleasant time there- 1 remember him telling me, the only German 
he knew was “ Will you go walking with me?" 

Robert had a postcard album given to him by a G Collett. In it, he has postcards of football matches, 
races, ice hockey matches- unfortunately without any other information- as well as a few personal 
ones. The album is currently in the care of Margaret Crutch. 

He seems to have spent most of his time at a chalet in Murren called Alpenruhe ( Alpine Quiet). 
There are two postcards of it in his album. ( It was burnt down in 1919 and the site in now a cable 
car station- a new Hotel Alpenruhe is close by.)

10.9.1917 Released Prisoner of War to United Kingdom 

11.9.1917 1 st London General Hospital. 3 Days. Repatriated from Switzerland 

13.9.1917 Discharged from hospital 

20.11.1917 Discharged from Army as permanently unfit with 50 percent pension 
19.9.1918 Working as a Machinist 

16.12.1919 Inpatient at Bellahouston (possibly for nerve suture) 

7.9.1920 Left Bellahouston (9 months) 

8.10.1920 Attending St Georges Annex for treatment 

Notes: Bellahouston was the Scottish National Red Cross Hospital in Govan, Glasgow. It is not 
clear what treatment he had at Bellahouston, but his medical examinations of 8.10.20 mention 
'paralysis nerve suturing' for the first time and that type of operation was probably done there.

Each Army headquarters (Armee-Oberkommando) had a Chief of the Army medical service 
(Armeearzt), while each service area, or Etappe appointed its own Chief of the service area medical 
service, an Etappenarzt. Base medical stations (Etappen-Sanitatsdepot), Wounded transportation 
section (Krankentransport-Abteilung) and several sections under military hospitals (Kriegslazarett- 
Abteilung), one for each Army Corps, were placed under authority of the Etappenarzt.
